On April 19, 2006, the Internal Affairs Bureau's Force and Shooting Response Team went 
to Lakewood Station's area regarding a deputy-involved hit shooting. The team consisted 
of Sergeant Steven Flamm, Sergeant Clay Anderson, and Lieutenant Curtis Jensen. At 
the time investigators arrived, the incident was completely over. The involved deputy, 
Deputy James Delgado, and suspect, Louis Guerrero, had been transported to Long 
Beach Memorial Hospital, where they were being treated for their injuries. Sergeant 
Joseph Ramirez and Detective Raymond Lugo of the Sheriffs Homicide Bureau were 
assigned to handle the criminal aspect of the incident. Michael Gennaco, Office of 
Independent Review, also responded to the scene. 


Investigators learned that Deputy James Delgado conducted a traffic stop of а stolen 
vehicle, which resulted in a hit shooting. Delgado was working a two-man unit with Los 
Angeles County Probation Officer aT Delgado and ге assigned 
to the Bellflower Special Assignment Team. 


This investigation is based on statements by the involved deputies and witnesses at the 
scene, and information obtained during the criminal investigation, along with various written 
documentation. 


Hit Shooting 
Investigative Summary -- SH #2176533 


SYNOPSIS: 


On Wednesday, April 19, 2006, at approximately 1330 hours, Deputy Delgado and 
Probation Office were patrolling westbound in the #1 lane of Artesia Boulevard, 
nearing the red light at Lakewood Boulevard, in an unmarked patrol car. Delgado 
conducted a license plate check, via his Mobile Digital Terminal (MDT), of a blue Honda 
sedan, which was being driven by Suspect Louis Guerrero in the #2 lane in front of him. 


With the changing of the light to green, Delgado proceeded westbound, and watched the 
blue Honda turn northbound into a driveway that entered a parking lot at the Miss 
corner of Artesia Boulevard and Lakewood Boulevard. As Delgado drove past Guerrero's 
location, he was notified by the Sheriff's Communication Center (SCC) that the Honda had 
been reported as a stolen vehicle. Delgado initiated a U-turn and drove into the parkin: 
lot, observing the Honda parked facing west in a parking stall directly in front o RR 
per T] Delgado drove his vehicle into the lot, and positioned his patrol car 
facing north, behind and perpendicular to the Honda. The front of the patrol car was in line 
with the driver's side of the Honda, approximately five to six feet east of the back of the 
Honda. 


Delgado saw Guerrero exit the Honda via the driver's side door. Believing that Guerrero 
was about to flee, he approached the driver's side of the Honda. Guerrero jumped back 
inside the Honda and appeared to begin to reach underneath the front passenger's seat. 
Delgado leaned inside of the Honda and attempted to pull Guerrero out of the car, yelling 
verbal commands and instructing Guerrero to stop resisting. Guerrero ignored Delgado's 
commands and began reaching for the vehicle's gearshift. 


Fearing that Guerrero was going to become combative Ш egan to walk around the 
Honda to assist Delgado at the driver's side of the Honda. As Delgado was positioned 
outside of the Honda, leaning into the inside via the open driver's door, he pointed his duty 
weapon at Guerrero and instructed him to exit the vehicle. Guerrero continued to ignore 
Delgado's commands and accelerated the Honda in reverse. [EM quickly moved from 
behind the front end of the passenger's side of the patrol car to avoid being hit by the Honda 
as it swung to the right and began to travel backwards. 


As the car continued to back up, Delgado became pinned in the vehicle's A-frame. Delgado 
was then drug backwards, pushed by the open front car door. He was then propelled onto 
the hood of his patrol car, as the Honda continued to quickly accelerate back. In fear that 
he would be crushed between his vehicle and the Honda, Delgado fired his duty weapon 
three times into the Honda at Guerrero. Guerrero continued to accelerate the Honda in 
reverse, across the front end of the patrol vehicle. After the third round was fired, Guerrero’s 
vehicle collided with the front portion of Delgado's vehicle. Guerrero subsequently stopped the 
Honda and surrendered. 


Hit Shooting 
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Guerrero was transported to Long Beach Memorial Hospital for treatment of three gunshot 
wounds to his stomach and groin area. He was released from Long Beach Memorial Hospital 
on April 23, 2006. Guerrero was booked at Lakewood Station for Attempt Murder of a 
Police Officer (664/187 PC). 


Delgado was also transported to Long Beach Memorial Hospital where he was treated for 
a torn labrum in his right shoulder as well as lower back injuries.

Delgado said he was driving westbound on Artesia Boulevard approaching the red light at 
Lakewood Boulevard in the #1 lane of traffic. He observed a blue Honda Accord sedan 
with tinted windows, which was stopped at the limit line in the #2 lane of traffic. Delgado 
conducted a license plate check on the Honda. However, he said that the traffic signal 
turned to green and he proceeded westbound on Artesia Boulevard. While Delgado waited 
for the vehicle’s return via his Mobile Digital Terminal (MDT), he observed the Honda turn 
right into the parking lot of ШШЕ Seconds later, Delgado was 
advised by the Sheriffs Communications Center (SCC) that the Honda had been reported 
as a stolen vehicle. 


Delgado advised] that the Honda was reported stolen, and immediately made a u- 
turn on Artesia Boulevard.

He observed that the Honda was parked in a parking stall, facing 
west, directly in front of| 


Delgado drove the patrol car into the parking lot and stopped behind the Honda facing north, 
perpendicular to the Honda. 


Delgado said that as he placed the patrol car into the parked position, he observed that 
Guerrero had exited the Honda and was now standing next to its driver's side door. Delgado 
said that he believed that Guerrero was going to flee west on Artesia Boulevard. In an 
attempt to prevent Guerrero from fleeing, he approached the driver's door of the Honda and 
contacted Guerrero at gun point.

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Delgado said that he could not position the patro! car їп a “traditional” felony traffic stop 
position, because the parking lot was too narrow. In response to being asked, Delgado 
explained why he did not position his patrol car in the parking lot entrance apron upon seeing 
that Guerrero was standing outside of the Honda: 


I tried getting up as close as | could because i thought he was going to run. | didn't 
feel comfortable leaving my vehicle down here at the apron. | felt if | got closer to him, 
I could get a tactical advantage on him quicker than if | was parked back here and run 
towards him. | could get to him that much quicker.

In response to questioning, Delgado explained why he did not request assistance via his 
Sheriffs mobile radio after he contacted Guerrero: 


The frequency was busy. SCC was talking to, | believe, another station and ! couldn't 
get on the radio and at that time | had my gun pointed at the suspect and | was 
focused on him. Notto pass the buck but as a book man maybe MM c have 
had a better position to advise or to tell SCC that we were, you know, had a Victor 
suspect but me being the deputy in charge, it ultimately came down to me and | 
couldn't get on the radio is what it came down to and it happened so fast. 


Delgado said that as he gave Guerrero verbal commands to "get on the ground," Guerrero 
re-entered the Honda. He said he then reached into the Honda, via the open driver's door, 
and attempted to control Guerrero by grabbing a hold of his left arm. Delgado was 
unsuccessful in pulling Guerrero out of the Honda, and Guerrero began leaning across the 
center console towards the front passenger's seat as if he were attempting to retrieve 
something from underneath the seat. 


Delgado said that Guerrero then sat upright and immediately took grasp of the Honda's gear 
shift. Guerrero then placed the Honda in reverse and accelerated backwards. Delgado said 
hetried to distance himself away from the Honda; however, he was unable as he was caught 
within the A-frame of the vehicle. 


During this time, Delgado recalled Guerrero yelling, "| don't want to go back to jail." He said 
that as the Honda accelerated backwards, the driver's door of the Honda collided into the 
front of the patrol car. As this happened, Delgado collided into the left front quarter panel of 
the patrol car and then propelled into the air. Delgado recalled thinking that he had broken 
his back as he felt his legs momentarily go numb. 


Delgado said that as he was coming down onto the hood of his patrol car, he fired one round 
at Guerrero in an attempt to stop him. Delgado said that he believed if Guerrero continued 
driving the Honda in reverse, he would have been crushed between his car and Guerrero's 
vehicle. Delgado said that as he landed on the hood of his patrol car, he fired two more rounds 
at Guerrero as Guerrero continued driving in reverse across the front end of the patrol car. 
Delgado said that after he fired the third shot from his duty weapon, Guerrero stopped the 
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Honda and stated, "| give up. Don't shoot me anymore." Delgado sai 
advised via his mobile radio that he had been involved in a shooting at 
Delgado said that Guerrero was subsequently taken into custody by Deputies 
апа 


In response to questioning, Delgado explained why he did not attempt to re-position himself 
as he stood inside of the Honda’s open driver's door while confronting Guerrero: 


At that point, | didn't like, honestly, where | was at but | didn't want to give up the 
position | had because ! could still see his left hand and І knew if he pulled something 
up with his right hand, | would have had an advantage much quicker than if | had 
pulled back. 


Delgado was asked if he knew where llli was positioned in relationship to the Honda 
as the shooting took place. He replied, "I knew he was on this side of the vehicle, but | didn't 
know if he was towards the front or towards the rear, the rear of the vehicle." Delgado also 
said that he realized after the shooting took place that there was a potential crossfire 
situation between himself and

SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 


Louis Guerrero 

On April 20, 2006, at 1425 hours, Homicide Investigators Joe Ramirez and Ray Lugo 
interviewed Suspect Guerrero at Long Beach Memorial Medical Center. The interview was 
audio-taped and the following is a summary of that interview: 


Guerrero said that he took the Honda from “a friend” earlier in the day, stating that he knew 
the vehicle was stolen. Guerrero said that he was "driving around," when he saw a grey 


unmarked patrol car driving behind him on Artesia Boulevard. He said that he pulled into 
the parking lot a an attempt avoid the deputies. Guerrero 
said he soon observed the ипта patrol car enter the parking lot and park behind his 
vehicle. 


Guerrero said that Delgado approached the open driver's door of the Honda with his gun 
drawn and ordered him to turn off the vehicle’s engine, but he did not comply. He denied 
grabbing the vehicle's gear shift and placing the Honda in reverse. He said that when Delgado 
reached into the vehicle to grab him, he leaned towards the passenger's seat to avoid him. 
Guerrero said that his foot slipped off the clutch and the Honda began skipping backwards as 
it was in reverse, stating that it only appeared as if he was trying to run Delgado over. 
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Guerrero said that he knew he had collided with the patrol car, “because everybody was 
yelling at him.” He said that he was not aware he had been shot, until the incident was over 
and he was being handcuffed. He said that he “panicked” when Delgado initially 
approached him, admitting that he had ingested Methamphetamine in the moming hours.

He 
said that Delgado immediately made a u-turn and proceeded eastbound on Artesia 
Boulevard and turned north into the liquor store parking lot at the mmm of 
Lakewood Boulevard and Artesia Boulevard. said that he saw that the Honda 
stopped in a parking stall, facing westbound towards the front of the liquor store.

To avoid being struck by 
the Honda, 2:0 that he quickly moved behind the passenger's front end of the patrol 
саг. He related that Delgado was pinned behind the driver's door of the Honda as Guerrero 
drove in reverse. 


ШШЕ said that Guerrero continued in reverse and struck the front end of the patrol car, 
pinning Delgado between the left front quarter panel of the patrol car and the driver's door 
of the Honda. He said that as Guerrero continued in reverse, Delgado fired two to three 
rounds from his duty weapon at Guerrero; Guerrero immediately stopped the Honda as 
Delgado rolled onto the hood of the patrol car. MI said that he then heard a broadcast 
over the radio, advising of a deputy involved in a shooting at the location. He said that 
Guerrero was then removed from the vehicle and handcuffed without further incident.
